To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Huns  let  Rural 

District  Council. 


Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1905.  In 
addition  to  the  usual  tables  of  the  Local  Government  Board,  County 
Council,  and  Factory  and  Workshop  Act  (1901),  a table  dealing 
with  Infantile  Mortality  during  the  year  is  also  appended. 

BIRTHS. — In  the  whole  district,  during  the  year,  there  have 
been  registered  197  births — 87  males  and  110  females.  Of  these 
the  sub-registration  district  of  Whitkirk  (including  Templenewsam, 
Oulton-cum-Woodlesford,  and  Thorp  Stapleton)  has  contributed 
155,  and  Middleton  42.  Estimating  the  population  to  Midsummer 
of  1905  at  6990,  this  gives  a Birth-rate  of  28T8  per  thousand  of  the 
population,  against  28-43  for  1904.  The  birth-rate  for  England 
and  Wales  for  1905  is  27 -2,  and  the  average  for  the  decade  1895-1904 
in  this  district,  28-90.  Five  illegitimate  births  are  included  in  the 
above. 
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DEATHS. — During  the  corresponding  period  there  have  been 
registered  in  the  whole  district  109  deaths — 44  males  and  65  females. 
Of  these  the  sub-registration  district  of  Whitkirk  contributed  93, 
and  Middleton  16.  Seven  deaths  (not  included  in  the  above)  in 
persons  belonging  to  the  district  occurred,  6 in  Leeds  General 
Infirmary  and  1 in  Wakefield  Asylum. 

Exclusive  of  these  seven  deaths,  the  gross  death-rate  for  the 
whole  district  is  15*58  ; inclusive  of  these,  the  corrected  death-rate, 
on  which  the  rates  are  calculated,  is  16*59,  the  average  for  the  decade 
1895-1904  being  14*69,  and  for  England  and  Wales  in  1905,  15*2. 
The  death-rate  for  the  sub-registration  district  of  Whitkirk  is  17*51, 
and  for  Middleton  12*48.

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INFANT  MORTALITY.— There  were  registered  25  deaths  in 
children  under  1 year  of  age,  and  including  one  death  also  which 
occurred  outside  the  district  but  belonging  to  it,  this  gives  a death- 
rate  of  131  per  thousand  births  registered,  that  of  1904  being  137, 
the  average  for  the  decade  1895-1904  being  134,  and  that  of  England 
and  Wales  128.  The  causes  of  death  were  : — Enteritis  3,  Diseases 
of  Respiratory  Organs  7,  Premature  Birth  6,  other  causes  10.  The 
Infantile  Death-rate  is  satisfactory,  especially  as  there  are  no  deaths 
from  epidemic  or  Summer  Diarrhoea,  the  majority  being  from 
causes  over  which  we  can  exercise  little  or  no  control. 

ZYMOTIC  DISEASES. — There  have  been  only  4 deaths 
registered  from  the  principal  infectious  diseases  : — Measles  1, 
Whooping  Cough  2,  Enteric  Fever  1.  The  Zymotic  Death-rate  is 
*57  per  thousand,  an  extremely  low  one,  that  of  1904  being  2-59, 
and  that  of  England  and  Wales  for  1905,  1*52.  It  will  be  noted 
that  there  has  not  been  registered  a single  death  from  Scarlet  Fever 
or  Diphtheria.

There  were  56  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  notified,  against  34 
m the  preceding  year.  The  increase  is  due  to  the  prevalence  of 
Scarlet  Fever  throughout  the  year  in  Oulton-cum-Woodlesford,  41 
cases  having  been  notified  in  this  district  alone.  With  this  exception 
the  district  has  been  comparatively  free  from  notifiable  disease. 
Of  the  cases  notified,  Oulton-cum-Woodlesford  contributed  47 — 
Scarlet  Fever  41,  Erysipelas  3,  Phthisis  3 ; Templenewsam  7 — 
Small-pox  2,  Diphtheria  1,  Erysipelas  1,  Scarlet  Fever  2,  Enteric 
Fever  1 ; Middleton  2 — Scarlet  Fever  1,  Erysipelas  1. 
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SMALL-POX.— Two  cases  of  Small-pox  occurred  in  the  spring, 
and  Halton  was  again  the  seat  of  the  disease.  The  first  case  was  a 
coal-hawker  living  at  the  top  of  Halton  Hill.  It  is  possible  that  it 
may  have  been  contracted  in  the  East  end  of  Leeds,  but  it  is  more 
probable  that  it  was  contracted  at  a race  meeting  which  he  attended, 
the  date  corresponding  with  the  average  incubation  period.  He 
was  promptly  removed  to  Manston  Hospital.  The  second  case  was 
a boy  (iEt.  13),  living  a few  yards  from  the  preceding  case.  It  is 
highly  probable  that  he  received  the  infection  from  the  former  case. 
The  protective  power  of  more  recent  vaccination  was  again  evident  : 
the  man,  who  had  only  one  ill-defined  mark  of  primary  vaccination, 
had  a severe  attack,  whilst  in  the  boy’s  case,  although  possessing 
only  one  mark,  the  disease  abated  after  the  initial  stage.  The 
latter  was  isolated  at  Waterloo.  In  both  cases  prompt  precautionary 
measures  were  taken,  and  there  was  no  further  spread  of  the  disease. 

SCARLET  FEVER. — Of  the  44  cases  notified,  41  occurred  in 
Oulton-cum-Woodlesford,  2 in  Templenewsam,  and  1 in  Middleton. 
Of  the  Oulton  cases  the  first  occurred  at  Fleet  Mills,  in  March,  and 
the  second  about  6 weeks  after  in  a child  at  Oulton,  too  young  to 
attend  school.  Throughout  the  year  the  disease  has  continued  to 
be  prevalent,  yet  it  is  a remarkable  fact  that  the  attendance  at 
both  the  Halton  and  Woodlesford  Schools  has  kept  up  to  the  average, 
and  there  has  not  been  a single  death  registered  from  this  cause. 
Of  the  44  cases,  36  were  removed  to  hospital,  35  being  from  Oulton- 
cum-Woodlesford  and  1 from  Middleton.  The  mildness  of  the 
disease,  and  its  consequent  delay  and  non-detection  have  undoubtedly 
been  factors  in  prolonging  its  prevalence. 

DIPHTHERIA.— A single  case  was  notified  from  Halton  in  an 
errand  boy  working  in  Leeds.  He  was  removed  to  hospital.  For 
the  third  year  in  succession  this  disease  has  been  absent  from 
Oulton-cum-Woodlesford  and  Middleton. 

ENTERIC  FEVER. — One  solitary  case,  and  this  of  a doubtful 
character,  was  notified  from  Halton  after  the  death  of  the  patient. 
There  was  an  absence  of  this  disease  from  all  other  parts  of  the 
district,  a fact  which  speaks  well  for  the  excellent  water  supply  and 
drainage  of  the  district. 
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MEASLES  and  WHOOPING  COUGH.— One  death  from 
Measles  was  registered  in  Middleton,  and  2 from  Whooping  Cough — 1 
each  in  Woodlesford  and  Halton  respectively.  There  has  been 
no  general  prevalence  of  these  diseases  during  the  year,  the  3 cases 
being  in  different  districts  and  at  intervals  during  the  year. 

ERYSIPELAS.— Five  cases  were  notified,  3 in  Oulton-cum- 
Woodlesford,  1 in  Templenewsam,  and  1 in  Middleton. 

DIARRHOEA.— There  were  no  deaths  registered  under  this 
specific  and  comprehensive  term,  which  is  responsible  to  a great 
extent  for  the  high  infant  mortality-rate  in  so  many  districts. 
Considering  that  197  babies  were  born  alive  during  the  year  in  the 
district,  this  fact  is  complimentary  alike  to  the  mothers,  the  milk 
supply,  and  the  sanitation  of  the  district  generally. 

TUBERCULOSIS.— Five  deaths  from  Phthisis,  and  7 from 
other  Tubercular  diseases  were  registered.  Of  the  5 deaths  from 
Phthisis,  3 occurred  in  Oulton-cum- Woodlesford,  1 in  Halton,  and 
1 in  Wakefield  Asylum  (but  belonging  to  this  district).  Three  cases 
from  Oulton-cum-Woodlesford  were  notified  during  the  year. 
Handbills  containing  suggestions  as  to  precautionary  measures 
against  Consumption  are  distributed,  and  in  case  of  death,  offers 
to  disinfect  the  houses  are  made,  which  are  not,  as  a rule,  accepted. 
It  is  only  by  educating  the  rising  generation  that  we  can  hope  for 
the  breaking  down  of  the  barrier  of  prejudice  and  ignorance,  and 
the  teaching  of  elementary  hygiene  should  be  found  in  the  curriculum 
of  all  schools. 

INQUESTS  . — Twelve  inquests  were  held — 6 in  Oulton-cum- 
Woodlesford,  4 in  Templenewsam,  and  2 in  Middleton.  Seven 
deaths  were  due  to  accidents,  4 to  natural  causes,  and  1 to  suicide 
by  drowning. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  HOSPITALS.— Cases  of  Scarlet  * 

Fever,  Enteric  Fever,  and  Diphtheria  are  admitted  to  the  Infectious 
Diseases  Joint  Hospital  at  Rothwell.  Of  the  44  cases  of  Scarlet 
Fever  notified,  36  were  removed.  The  single  case  of  Diphtheria  was 
also  removed,  but  the  case  of  Enteric  Fever  was  notified  after  the 
death  of  the  patient.  Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  of  the  45  cases  which 
were  available  for  removal,  37  were  actually  removed,  i.e.,  82-2  per 
cent.,  a most  satisfactory  record,  taking  into  consideration  that  it  is

an  innovation  in  the  district,  and  that  many  prejudices  and  scruples 
have  had  to  be  overcome. 

A site  has  been  chosen  for  the  Small-pox  Joint  Hospital  in 
which  the  Hunslet  Rural  District  is  interested. 

WATER  SUPPLY. — With  the  exception  of  some  intermittency 
of  supply  at  Middleton,  due  to  accidents  to  the  mains  supplying 
this  district,  the  water  supply  of  the  whole  area  has  been  satisfactory. 

SEWERAGE  and  SANITARY  WORK.— The  extension  of  the 
Halton  Sewerage  Works  has  been  completed.  Two  additional 
settling  tanks  have  been  constructed,  thus  increasing  the  number 
to  4.  Twelve  new  primary  and  6 new  secondary  contact  beds  have 
also  been  added,  making  a total  of  18,  and  there  are  also  2 new 
storm- water  filters.  There  is  also  a considerable  plot  of  land 
available  for  intermittent  downward  filtration. 

The  question  of  the  drainage  of  Belle  Isle,  Middleton,  still 
remains  in  statu  quo. 

There  have  been  196  feet  of  new  sewer  laid  in  Oulton-cum- 
Woodlesford,  and  1 manhole. 

Forty  nuisances  have  been  reported  during  the  year,  with  8 in 
hand  at  close  of  1904  ; of  these,  43  have  been  abated. 

Eight  legal  notices  for  the  abatement  of  nuisances  were  served, 
with  recourse  to  law  in  one  case. 

The  number  of  newly- constructed  closets  was  37,  all  of  which 
were  water-closets. 

Closets  to  the  number  of  23  were  re- constructed,  of  which  7 
were  water-closets  and  17  were  privies. 

Thirty-one  new  houses — terrace  and  semi-detached — have  been 
built  during  1905,  against  50  in  1904. 

A single  case  of  overcrowding  in  Halton  was  investigated  and 
subsequently  abated.  There  are  plenty  of  houses  available  at 
present,  and  the  overcrowding  which  existed  several  years  ago 
throughout  the  district  for  want  of  new  houses  has  ceased  to  exist. 

The  scavenging  of  the  district  which  is  done  by  our  own  staff 
in  Oulton-cum-Woodlesford,  and  by  contractors  in  the  other  town- 
ships, has  been  satisfactory,  but  I still  think  that  it  would  be  still 
more  so,  were  it  done  throughout  the  district  by  the  Council’s  own 
staff. 
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In  July  I made  a special  report  on  the  pollution  of  Halton 
Dene  beck  by  the  effluent  from  the  Crossgates  Sewage  Works. 
Although  there  has  been  some  improvement  in  this  effluent  towards 
the  latter  part  of  the  year,  the  state  of  the  beck  is  not  at  all  satis- 
factory, and  will  not  be,  until  the  Crossgates  Sewage  Works  are 
either  mended  or  ended. 

I regret  that  no  action  has  been  taken  with  regard  to  the  paving 
of  back  streets  and  yards,  and  the  formation  of  proper  roads  and 
footpaths  in  connection  with  recently  built  property.  In  winter 
time,  some  of  these  places  are  in  a deplorable  condition,  and  the 
presence  of  so  much  dampness  of  soil  is  favourable  to  many  diseases, 
especially  Phthisis,  Diphtheria,  Rheumatism,  etc.  In  the  interests 
of  the  public  health  and  good  local  government,  the  Council  would 
do  well  to  exercise  the  powers  which  they  possess  under  the 
Private  Street  Works  Act. 

A much-needed  improvement  has  been  accomplished  in  the 
thoroughfare  known  as  Alma  Street,  Woodlesford.  The  dilapidated 
ashes-pits,  privies,  and  other  out-houses  have  been  removed,  and 
the  street  considerably  widened. 

By-laws  with  respect  to  New  Buildings  and  to  Slaughter-houses 
have  been  under  consideration  during  the  year. 

The  house-to-house  inspection  of  the  district  is  in  progress,  but 
not  sufficiently  advanced  to  report  upon,  nor  has  any  action  been 
taken  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act. 

i | Three  specimens — 1 Enteric  Fever  and  2 Diphtheria— were 
sent  from  this  district  to  the  County  Laboratory,  Wakefield,  for 
bacteriological  examination. 

A memorandum  relating  to  Anthrax,  issued  by  the  Board  of 
Agriculture,  was  distributed  to  all  butchers  in  the  Council’s  area.

FACTORY  AMD  WORKSHOPS  ACT,  1901. 

The  duties  imposed  upon  district  councils  under  this  Act  are 
classified  as  follows  : — 

(a)  — Registration  of  Workshops  : — The  number  of  workshops  on 

the  register  kept  by  the  Council  is  40,  of  which  8 are  classified 
as  factories,  17  as  bakehouses,  and  15  as  domestic  workshops. 

(b)  — Sanitation  : — One  hundred  and  seventy-seven  inspections  have 

been  made,  of  which  48  were  to  factories  and  129  to  work- 
shops. The  cleanliness,  air  space,  ventilation,  drainage, 
and  closet  accommodation  were  found  satisfactory. 

(c)  — Special  Sanitary  Provision  for  Bakehouses  : — Seventeen  bake- 

houses are  registered,  all  of  which  have  been  inspected  as  to 
closet  accommodation,  home  washing  and  sleeping-places. 
One  underground  bakehouse  was  discovered  illegally  occupied. 
After  recourse  to  the  law,  the  occupation  was  discontinued. 

(d)  — Safety  from  Fire  : — In  this  district  there  are  no  workshops  or 

factories  which  have  any  one  room  occupied  by  40  persons 
working  at  the  same  time  ; all  in  which  are  employed  more 
than  40  persons,  have  been  erected  before  1892,  and  the 
means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire  are  satisfactory. 

(e)  — Home  Work  ©f  certain  kinds  : — No  home  work  is  given  out  in 

any  of  the  factories  or  workshops  in  this  district. 

All  the  workshops  have  an  abstract  of  the  Act  affixed  according  to 
Sec.  133. 

In  conclusion,  I tender  my  hearty  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and 
Members  for  their  courtesy  and  support,  and  also  to  the  Officials, 
from  whom  I have  received  much  kindly  assistance.
